ROSEMARY PRINZ (Marion), who be- 
came a national byword in American 
homes as a result of her creating the 
character of ‘Penny’ in CBS’s_ inde- 
fatigable serial “As the World Turns,” 
is first and foremost an actress of the 
stage. Ms. Prinz was raised in an 
artistic background, as her father was 
the well-known cellist, Milton Prinz, 
a member of the NBC Symphony 
Orchestra under the baton of Arturo 
Toscannini, and founder of the New 
York String Quartet. In this atmos- 
phere, it seemed quite natural that at 
the tender age of 16 she should make 
her debut at the Cragsmoor Summer 
Theatre, directed by Morton da Costa. 
The next few years were spent mostly 
in bus and truck tours of such plays 
as “Joan of Lorraine,” “Kiss and Tell,” 
“Glad Tidings,” “The Second Man” 
and others.
